FOOTNOTES  TO  HISTORY  BY  MICHAEL  USLAN 

Page  2.  Between  1925  and  1936,  the  United  States’  Big  Three  automakers’  Japanese  subsidiaries  produced  a  total 
of  208,967  vehicles.  In  1936,  the  Japanese  government  passed  The  Automobile  Manufacturing  Industry  Law, 
supposedly  to  promote  its  own  auto  industry  and  reduce  foreign  competition.  By  1939,  the  foreign  manufactur¬ 
ers  had  been  forced  out  of  Japan. 

Page  3.  The  Chicago  Mercury  was  the  state-of-the-art  train  of  style  and  speed  making  the  run  from  Chicago  to 
Detroit  in  1939. 

Page  4.  The  “Tucker  Tiger”  was  a  1 15mph  armored  combat  vehicle  designed  and  built  by  Preston  Tucker  which 
failed  to  sell  to  the  Dutch  or  Americans  prior  to  Pearl  Harbor.  It  featured  a  mobile  and  power-operated  gun  tur¬ 
ret  that  was  adapted  to  other  military  conveyances  in  World  War  II. 

Page  12.  History  has  proven  that  the  events  recounted  in  the  May  1939  issue  of  “Detective  Comics”  #27  were 
“borrowed  directly”  from  the  November  1936  SHADOW  pulp  tale  entitled,  “Partners  In  Peril.” 

Page  13.  In  1939,  Lou  Gehrig,  the  REAL  “Iron  Man,”  informed  his  New  York  Yankees  manager,  Joe  McCarthy, 
at  The  Book-Cadillac  Hotel  in  Detroit,  that  he  was  taking  himself  out  of  the  starting  line-up  and  ending  his  con¬ 
secutive  games  streak  at  2,130. 

Page  15.  Rumors  of  pre-War  collaboration  with  Nazi  Germany  swirled  from  time-to-time  around  a  number  of 
major  American  corporations,  some  suggesting  that  cooperation  did  not  stop  fully  after  December  7,  1941.  These 
rumors  were  explored  after  World  War  II  by  a  Senate  committee  begun  by  Harry  Truman  and  others. 


Page  19.  “Mongol  swarming”  and  the  “Yam”  system  were  hit-and-run  guerilla  warfare  tactics  employed  by 
Genghis  Khan  over  sometimes  overwhelming  odds  and  still  influence  battle  tactics  today. 
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
